Albany, June 22.—lhre« danger- 


ous salients exist on the 300-mile 
front of the gypsy moth I0ne 
In 


which the conservation commission 
with the cooperation ot th» United 
States Department of Agriculture is 
lighting to turn back this most des- 
tructive tree pest that baa 
done 


millions of dollars' worm of dam- 
age in New England and three years 
ago crossed the borders of Vermont, 
Massachusetts and Connecticut into 
New York. 


A control rone was at once estab- 


lished by the conservation commis- 
sion which included Long Island and 
all of the counties east of the Hud- 
son river and the towns bordering 
Lake Champlain on the west from 
the coast to the Canadian border. 


Within this zone Intensive scout- 


Ing was begun at once and vigorous 
control measures applied. 
Twenty- 


four moth -infestations have been 
found and cleaned up and all 
the 


trees in their vicinity thoroughly 
sprayed last year and the spraying 
will be continued this year in an 
effort to hold the moths east of the 
Hudson river until all can be des- 
troyed, 
in the twenty odd years 


since the gypsy moth Invasion began 
It has spread over more than three 
quarters of Nev England and if it 
passes the Hudson river and secures 
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Saugertloi, June 22.—The Oneida
